by the judge to inspect his system of 
book keeping the reporter found one 
i of the best kept set of books he has 
ever seen. 
In fact, it was a new 
wrinkle on the 
reporter o find a 
county judge who kept such a system 
of books, recording every transaction 
coming up in his court. Every case 
tried, or disposed of in any manner, 
is recorded, all monies collected by 
him j are checked up, and at the end 
of each month a total is taken of the 
amounts*,! so, that at any time it is 
an easy .matter to trace and account 
for any 
transaction. 
In 
going 
through the book, the reporter dis­ 
covered that the 
salary, including 
money from all sources allowed by 
the law, of Judge Walker falls short 
almost $1,000 of the amount the legis­ 
lature allows judges of counties with 
the population of Wise county. The 
salary amount! d to $1,653 55 the first 
year of Judge Walker’s terra; the 
second year it ran $1,651 70, when the 
law states that he shall receive a sum 
not in excess of $2,500. The salary 
received by Judge Wa'ker is proba­ 
bly the lowest paid a Wise county 
judge since it came under the provi­ 
sions 
of 
the legislature allowing 
judges of counties with a population 
of 30,000 or more, a salary Cl $2,500.

W ell, Mr. Editor, I have just read 
with great satisfaction your expected 
and much appreciated answer to ray 
article in defense of the quail—and, 
as I expected, your line-up is, as far 
as I am acquainted, com posed of our 
most famous quail banters.

worms from garden plants no later 
than last summer and no more dis­ 
tant than three railes west of Decatur.

New York.—An unprecedented de 
Bland for small coins—quarters, dimes, 
nickels and cents—a demand that is 
daily straining the resources of the 
United States treasury department, 
brought F. H. J. Van Engelken, direc­ 
tor of the mint, to New York to see lf 
something could be done to relieve the 
scarcity. Ile met officials of all mints 
here for a conference to devise ways 
and means of turning out enough small 
coins to meet the demand. 
At the conference were T. W. H 
Shanahan, superintendent of the San 
Francisco mint; Thomas W. Annear. 
superintendent of the Denver mint; E. 
D. Hawkins, chief clerk of the San 
Francisco mint, and Vernon Boyle, bu 
perintendent of the New York assay 
office. 
“We never before have been confront­ 
ed by such an emergency,” said Mr. 
Van Engelken, “and I doubt that we 
will be able to materially increase the 
production. Our two large mints now 
are working twenty-four hours a day, 
while the smallest is on a sixteen hour 
shift. 
They are all at maximum ca­ 
pacity, and their energies are being 
concentrated on the coins of which we 
are so short. 
“Our idea in holding the conference 
was to discuss the operation of the 
mints, probably adopting a t all of them 
suggestions that have proved of benefit 
in one mint. We are now at capacity. 
Therefore by the team work which we 
believe this conference will produce we 
expect to be able to speed up our pro­ 
duction of small coins. 
The problem 
is growing more perplexing every day.” 
“W hat is the reason for the shortage 
in small coins?” the director of the 
mint was asked. 
“There is only one answer,” he said. 
“The people among whom the small 
coins circulate have more of them than 
ever before. It is the result of the tre­ 
mendous prosperity that is getting 
down to the people who use coins of 
small denominations. 
“I talked recently with the head of 
the engraving department in Washing­ 
ton. He tells me there Is a similar tre­ 
mendous demand for the dollar and 
two dollar bills and that this demand 
is increasing as the holiday season ap­ 
proaches. 
None of them Is returned. 
They are worn out. Bankera say they 
are having great difficulty In meeting 
the demand.”

For the little children the happiest 
part of the service comes later, when 
•ach child receives a lighted candle 
•symbolizing the light of the world 
Each candle stands In a white turnip, 
which has been saved from the hard 
won harvest wrung from that in bos 
pita hie soil. 
A hole is cut Into tile 
turnip and the candle inserted, so that 
ft serves as a candlestick.

years, when deer hunting was more 
auccessful, the Eskimos brought the 
deer tallow to the missionaries, who 
made the candles out of it.

F the American countries, none 
perhaps lias more picturesque 
Yuletide rites than little New­ 
foundland. 
Even in summer 
Newfoundland is seldom a tour­ 
ist land—the men who come to 
fish or hunt aren’t apt to over­ 
throw native customs—and iii 
the winter strangers to the “out­ 
post” towns are few and far be- 
between, wherefore a Newfound­ 
land Christmas remains' today 
much as it was when the first 
settlers to England's oldest col­ 
ony came. 
There were the old time chim­ 
ney and the great open fireplace 
- the fishermen are largely of 
English descent, and so there is 
the burning of the Yule log. 
riming Christmas week, for 
example, 
such 
fishermen 
as 
were not busied doing their 
‘‘fishing for the church”—that’s 
to say, dropping their nets and 
bringing their catch to be sold 
for the benefit of the village 
curate— were wont to dress up 
as mummers. 
Bands of these 
strollers would meet at tho 
homes of the different employ­ 
ers of fishermen, and there were 
festivities, ending in dancing. 
It took one back in fancy to 
Hie old feudal times in England, 
for the employers are to these 
fishermen as so many lords, 
whose slightest request is their 
law. Once a year at Christmas­ 
tide the discipline is relaxed, 
and the lowly fisherman might 
even enter the homes of their 
masters and make merry. 
There on a settle, beside the 
fire, sits the fiddler dispensing 
music for the occasion. Host and 
hostess stand before the table 
and provide the good things. 
There are Scotch whisky, port 
wine, rum—drinks first, always; 
then cake and bread, a whole 
ration of bacon—other dainties 
galore. 
Every home in New­ 
foundland holds open house this 
day. 
After the feasting the older 
folk withdraw to one side to 
tell tales of their lives on the 
seas. 
Now and then the parish 
priest drops in to wish all the 
compliments of the day. 
The 
young folk proceed to dance or 
to plan and devise costumes for 
the dances to follow. 
Every 
evening there is some frolic 
or entertainment “on” in the 
towns, and as the days go by 
each of the mummers appears 
garbed in a fantastic costume. 
But it is not all indoor fun 
that they hold in Newfoundland 
through Christmas week, bitter 
cold though it be. 
There are 
outdoor parties and singing con­ 
tests. etc. 
Along with the fishing for the 
church, os already described, It 
is quite the custom in the “out- 
port" towns for all the villagerg- 
to “chip iq” and present.. the 
parish priest with a g ia n tload 
of wood.—Felix J. Koch in Cin­ 
cinnati Commercial Tribune.

Charge and Countercharge Mark 
Bloody Engagement In the 
Balkans. 


A French soldier who before the war 
was a chef In a well known New York 
hotel and Is now with the French ex­ 
peditionary army in Macedonia has 
written a full and glowing account of 
the “battle of the soup kettle” to his 
friends in this country.

In the recent French advance north 
of Saloniki toward the Servian frontier 
the chef sent forward a huge kettle of 
soup to the poilus In the most advanced 
trenches.

Washington, Dec. 4.—That the Inter­ 
ests of national defense require that 
control of railway lines should rest 
with tho federal government and Hf>t 
with the states was the claim ad~ 
va need by Alfred P. Thorn, counsel 
to the Railway Executives’ Advisory 
Committee. In concluding his prelim­ 
inary statement of tho case for the 
railways before tho Newland* Joint 
Committee on Interstate Commerce. 
“We must be efllcient as a nation lf' 
we are to deal successfully with our 
national emergencies," said Mr. Thorn, 
“and we must appreciate that efficient 
transportation is aa essential condition 
of national efficiency. 
If wo are th 
bait and weaken our transportation 
systems by state lines, by the penngp 
nent imposition of burdens by unwise 
regulation, we will make national effi­ 
ciency impossible.” 
States’ Right# W ould Not Buffer. 
Mr. Thom cited many Instance* bi 
which shippers in one state were In­ 
juriously affected by selfish reguln 
tions imposed on the rallrosdi by 
neighboring states,
